Soyuz Craft Lands Safely 


SPACE CENTER, Hou ston (AP) — 
The Soy u z cosmonau ts, partners in 
history ’s first international space 
mission, blazed safely back to earth 
tod ay , parachu ting to a pinpoint land ­ 
ing on a flat, featu reless plain in their 
homeland . 


They left the Apollo astronau ts 
behind in space for three more d ay s of 
ex ploration. 


Alex ei I>eonov and Valeri Ku basov 
rod e their spaceship, d angling u nd er a 
single red and white parachu te to a 
tou chd own, or a “thu mpd own” as 
newsmen here d u bbed it, at 6:5 1 a.m. 
EDT. 
For the first time, the world had a 
telev ised look at the land ing of a Sov iet 
spacecraft. TV cameras mou nted in 
helicopters picked u p the Soy u z as it 
d escend ed from the skies toward the 
plain in sou th central Ru ssia, abou t 300 
m iles 
east 
of 
the 
Baikonu r 
Cosmod rome, 
where they 
were 
lau nched last Tu esd ay . 
Abou t eight feet abov e the su rface, 
small braking rockets fired d ownward 
to cu shion the land ing, stirring u p a 
great q u antity of d u st. 
Within 30 second s a helicopter had 
land ed besid e the bellshaped Soy u z 
and a team of rescu e workers walked 
across the plain toward s the capsu le. 
Within one minu te, they had begu n to 
remov e the hatch. 
Ju st two minu tes after the land ing, 
I^eonov and Ku basov stepped from the 
spaceship in their white spacesu its and 
both gav e bearhu gs to the rescu e 
workers and wav ed at cameramen. 
Doctors at the scene reported both 
were in "v ery good cond ition.” 
Mission Control reported they 
land ed ju st 6.2 miles from the intend ed 
land ing point. 
Ten m inu tes after land ing the 
cosmonau ts were taken to a helicopter 
for transport to a nearby med ical 
facility .. 
The astronau ts, Thomas P. Stafford , 
Vance D. Brand and Donald K. 
Slay ton, are to spashd own in the 
Pacific on Thu rsd ay . 
The astronau ts were still asleep at 
the time of the Soy u z land ing, with 
their spaceship d rifting along 135 miles 
abov e the Pacific sou th of Japan. 
A short time later Hou ston mission 
control wakened them with the word of 
the su ccessfu l Soy u z land ing. 
“Very , v ery good , giv e them my 
best. Glad ev ery thing went good ,” 
Command er Stafford said . 
Stafford , Brand and Slay ton will 
remain aloft u ntil Thu rsd ay to cond u ct 
earth observ ation, solar astronomy 
and other scientific ex periments. 
The Americans are able to stay u p 
longer becau se of the greater fu el and

spaceship. 
Apollo 
and 
Soy u z 
separated 
Satu rd ay after two d ay s of tand em 
flight that raised d etente to a new 
plateau , tested a common d ocking 
d ev ice that might be u sed in space 
rescu e missions and perhaps opened 
an era in which the world ’s two most 
powerfu l nations will cooperate to 


probe space ou t to the planets. 
I^eonov and Ku basov were anx iou s to 
come home as they neared the end of 
their jou rney . 
"When y ou trav el arou nd the earth 
y ou finally come home, y ou finally 
really realize how good it is,” Soy u z 
command er I>eonov said Su nd ay . 
Apollo and Soy u z d rifted farther and 
farther apart and on Su nd ay passed 
ou t of rad io range. 
“We lost them. We d on’t hear from 


them any more,” Soy u z reported . 
Bu t the cosmonau ts d id speak by 
rad io with other space trav elers. They 
talked abou t two minu tes with the 
crew of the Saly u t 4 space station, 
Py otr Klimu k and Vitaly Sev asty anov , 
who wished them a “soft land ing.” 
Klimu k and Sev asty anov , who hav e 
been in space since May 26, are ex ­ 
pected to retu rn to earlh later in the 
week 
Aboard Apollo, Stafford , Brand and 


Slay ton concentrated on a 
heav y 
sched u le of ex periments.

referring to the time lead ing u p to and 
inclu d ing the joint mission with the 
Sov iets.

A high temperatu re fu rnace was 
fired u p on board Apollo and the crew 
melted samples of metal to test the 
effects of casting in the absence of 
grav ity . 
Postal A greem ent Reached 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new labor 
agreement for the nation’s postal 
workers is ex pected to contribu te to an 
increase in the cost of mailing a letter 
before the end of the y ear. 
The new contract, tentativ ely agreed 
to early tod ay , av erted the possibility 
of a strike by the nation’s 600,000 postal 
workers. Details of the settlement 
were not annou nced bu t the postal 
u nions won one m ajor v ictory , 
retention of a no-lay off clau se. 
“ The wages which we pay postal 
workers is one element of ou r costs. 
They ’re going to go u p,” Bailar said at 
a news conference at which the settle­ 
ment was annou nced . Labor-related 
costs are 8 5 per cent of the Postal 
Serv ice’s costs. 
Bailar also said that the Postal 
Serv ice ex pects to lose $8 00 million 
d ollars in the fiscal y ear that began 
Ju ly 1. He said the Postal Serv ice 
need s higher rates to start breaking 
ev en. 
“I’m certain there will be (postal 
rate) increases before the end of the 
y e a r,” B ailar said . The largest 
possible increase wou ld be to 13 cents 
per first-class letter. 
The Postal Serv ice in 1973 asked the 
ind epend ent Postal Rate Commission 
to make present postal rates per­ 
manent. The commission is ex pected 
to approv e a sched u le of permanent 
postal rates within a few months, and 
the Postal Serv ice then can raise the 
rates by institu ting new temporary 
rates. 
The av erage postal clerk, postman 
or pick-u p tru ck d riv er now makes 
abou t $13,5 00-a-y ear at top scale, plu s 
fringe benefits.

Hearst’s mother say s she will protect

legal action against Miss Hearst’s for­ 
mer fiance, Stev en Weed . 
The 27 -y ear-old Weed say s he has 
completed two-third s of a book abou t 
Miss Hearst, her kid naping and the 
effort to get her back. He said he 
d oesn’t now hav e a pu blisher for the 
book, bu t hopes to finish it in time to 
resu m e his grad u ate stu d ies in 
philosophy at the Univ ersity of 
California in Berkeley . 
“I hope there is nothing negativ e in 
the book,” Catherine Hearst said in a 
weekend telephone interv iew. “ I 
wou ld n’t imagine that there wou ld 
be.” 
Asked if she wou ld take action 
against Weed if she felt material in the 
book wou ld be d efamatory , Mrs. 
H earst replied , “ I’m consid ering 
d efend ing Patty and if that inv olv es 
legal action, we’ll certainly d o that.” 
Bu t she said that she cu rrently was 
not consid ering any action to block 
Weed ’s book. 
“How cou ld I? I d on’t ev en know 
what is in the book,” she said . 
The Chicago Tribu ne reported 
Su nd ay that Weed said he was on 
“good term s” with the Hearsts u ntil a 
magazine article appeared written by 
a former collaborator of his on the 
book. 
The article d etailed the cou ple’s 
three-y ear-old lov e affair before Miss 
Hearst was kid naped and told of the 
cou ple’s u se of d ru gs and other in­ 
timate d etails of their life together.

After her 
kid naping Feb. 4, 1974, Miss Hearst 
renou nced her parents and reported 


that she had joined her captors, the 
Sy mbionese liberation Army . 


She later was accu sed of par­ 
ticipating in a bank robbery and the 
FBI has been seeking her and two SLA 
companions, Em ily and W illiam 
Harris, since they elu d ed police after a 
shootou t in Los Angeles in which six 
SLA members were slain.

Lightning 
Injures 16 
During Storm

The Southwest and the East braced 
for more torrential rain today 
following downpours and thun­ 
derstorms Sunday that caused flash 
flooding and mud slides. Sixteen 
persons were injured when lightning 
struck a picnic in Virginia. 
Thundershowers over the Rockies 
poured Vk inches of rain near Alpine, 
Colo. Roads near the Big Bend 
National Park in Texas were covered 
by flash flooding. 
Heavy rains caused mud slides in 
Pennsylvania, where a 12 mile stretch 
of the Pennsylvania Turnpike between 
the Reading and Morgantown in­ 
terchanges for two hours Sunday 
night. There were several minor ac­ 
cidents but no injuries, a Turnpike 
spokesman said. 
Sixteen persons were struck by 
lightning, seriously injuring Herbert 
L. Beury, 55, when a thunderstorm 
passed over a picnic at a private home 
in Annandale, Va. Witnesses said a 
bolt of lightning hit a 40-foot maple tree 
Sunday in the back yard of a neighbor, 
knocking unconscious several friends 
and relatives gathered under an 
awning. 
A hospital spokesman said 13 other 
victims were treated for small burns 
and other minor injuries and released. 
Hail the size of golf balls was 
reported in Alpena, Mich. 
There also were scattered thun­ 
dershowers in the Great Lakes Region 
and the the Ohio River to the Gulf 
Coast. Parts of South Carolina, 
Georgia, Missouri were hit by dren­ 
ching rains. 
New York City’s LaGuardia Airport 
was innundated with Vh inches of rain.

Pope Paul VI 
Praises Spacemen 


CASTLE GANDOLFO, Italy (AP) — 
Like millions of others around the 
globe, Pope Paul VI says he watched 
the Apollo-Soyuz space flight on 
television and scanned the night sky in 
the vain hope of seeing the space 
vehicles. 
The pontiff told 5,000 people 
gathered Sunday at the papal summer 
retreat on this hilltop near Rome : 
“We, too, our eyes dazzeled by sky 
light or wide open toward the depth of 
nightlme space ... will shout out long 
live the heroic men of such fantastic 
feat.. . 
“Man has won and we cannot ref ram 
from foretelling more wonderful ad­ 
vances in the dominance of nature 
beyond the heavenly sphere. Man will 
win.”

Soyuz Craft Lands Safely 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 
The Soyuz cosmonauts, partners in 
history’s first international space 
mission, blazed safely back to earth 
today, parachuting to a pinpoint land­ 
ing on a flat, featureless plain in their 
homeland. 
They left the Apollo astronauts 
behind in space for three more days of 
exploration. 
Alexei Leonov and Valeri Kubasov 
rode their spaceship, dangling under a 
single red and white parachute to a 
touchdown, or a “thumpdown” as 
newsmen here dubbed it, at 6:51 a.m. 
EDT. 
For the first time, the world had a 
televised look at the landing of a Soviet 
spacecraft. TV cameras mounted in 
helicopters picked up the Soyuz as it 
descended from the skies toward the 
plain in south central Russia, about 300 
miles 
east 
of 
the 
Baikonur 
Cosmodrome, where they were 
launched last Tuesday. 
About eight feet above the surface, 
small braking rockets fired downward 
to cushion the landing, stirring up a 
great quantity of dust. 
Within 30 seconds a helicopter had 
landed beside the bellshaped Soyuz 
and a team of rescue workers walked 
across the plain towards the capsule. 
Within one minute, they had begun to 
remove the hatch. 
Just two minutes after the landing, 
Leonov and Kubasov stepped from the 
spaceship in their white spacesuits and 
both gave bearhugs to the rescue 
workers and waved at cameramen. 
Doctors at the scene reported both 
were in “very good condition.” 
Mission Control reported they 
landed just 6.2 miles from the intended 
landing point. 
Ten minutes after landing the 
cosmonauts were taken to a helicopter 
for transport to a nearby medical 
facility.. 
The astronauts, Thomas P. Stafford, 
Vance D. Brand and Donald K. 
Slayton, are to spashdown in the 
Pacific on Thursday. 
The astronauts were still asleep at 
the time of the Soyuz landing, with 
their spaceship drifting along 135 miles 
above the Pacific south of Japan. 
A short time later Houston mission 
control wakened them with the word of 
the successful Soyuz landing. 
“Very, very good, give them my 
best. Glad everything went good,” 
Commander Stafford said. 
Stafford, Brand and Slayton will 
remain aloft until Thursday to conduct 
earth observation, solar astronomy 
and other scientific experiments. 
The Americans are able to stay up 
longer because of the greater fuel and 
life support capacity 
of their 
spaceship. 
Apollo 
and 
Soyuz 
separated 
Saturday after two days of tandem 
flight that raised detente to a new 
plateau, tested a common docking 
device that might be used in space 
rescue missions and perhaps opened 
an era in which the world’s two most 
powerful nations will cooperate to 


probe space out to the planets. 
Iieonov and Kubasov were anxious to 
come home as they neared the end of 
their journey. 
“When you travel around the earth 
you finally come home, you finally 
really realize how good it is,” Soyuz 
commander I^eonov said Sunday. 
Apollo and Soyuz drifted farther and 
farther apart and on Sunday passed 
out of radio range. 
“We lost them. We don’t hear from 


them anymore,” Soyuz reported. 
But the cosmonauts did speak by 
radio with other space travelers. They 
talked about two minutes with the 
crew of the Salyut 4 space station, 
Pyotr Klimuk and Vitaly Sevastyanov, 
who wished them a “soft landing.” 
Klimuk and Sevastyanov, who have 
been in space since May 26, are ex­ 
pected to return to earlh later in the 
week. 
Aboard Apollo, Stafford, Brand and 


Slayton concentrated on a heavy 
schedule of experiments. 
“Today seems more like a normal 
workday than the other five,” com­ 
mander 
Stafford 
said 
Sunday, 
referring to the time leading up to and 
including the joint mission with the 
Soviets. 
Among ground targets for Apollo’s 
earth resources survey cameras were 
the Sahara desert, ice floes in 
Antarctica, ocean currents off the 


coast of South America, the Alpine 
peaks of Europe and the salt flats of 
Australia. 
The astronauts also aimed in­ 
struments deep into space to probe 
faint pinpoints of invisible light 
millions of miles from earth. 
A high temperature furnace was 
fired up on board Apollo and the crew 
melted samples of metal to test the 
effects of casting in the absence of 
gravity. 
Postal Agreem ent Reached 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new labor 
agreement for the nation’s postal 
workers is expected to contribute to an 
increase in the cost of mailing a letter 
before the end of the year. 
The new contract, tentatively agreed 
to early today, averted the possibility 
of a strike by the nation’s 600,000 postal 
workers. Details of the settlement 
were not announced but the postal 
unions won one major victory, 
retention of a no-layoff clause. 
“The wages which we pay postal 
workers is one element of our costs. 
They’re going to go up,” Bailar said at 
a news conference at which the settle­ 
ment was announced. Labor-related 
costs are 85 per cent of the Postal 
Service’s costs. 
Bailar also said that the Postal 
Service expects to lose $800 million 
dollars in the fiscal year that began 
July I. He said the Postal Service 
needs higher rates to start breaking 
even. 
“I’m certain there will be (postal 
rate) increases before the end of the 
year,” Bailar said. The largest 
possible increase would be to 13 cents 
per first-class letter. 
The Postal Service in 1973 asked the 
independent Postal Rate Commission 
to make present postal rates per­ 
manent. The commission is expected 
to approve a schedule of permanent 
postal rates within a few months, and 
the Postal Service then can raise the 
rates by instituting new temporary 
rates. 
The average postal clerk, postman 
or pick-up truck driver now makes 
about $13,500-a-year at top scale, plus 
fringe benefits.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In contrast 
with the lawyers and advertising men 
who ran the 1972 Nixon campaign, the 
high command of President Ford’s 
developing political organization has a 
distinct Pentagon tinge. 
All three top men in the campaign 
fundraising operation served in the 
Pentagon under Ford’s old friend, 
former Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird. And the campaign manage’-, 
former Rep. 
Howard H. 
(Bo) 
Callaway, is a West Point graduate 
who was Army secretary for the past 
two years. 
“People say we’ve got a little 
Pentagon going over here,” executive 
director Lee Choate of Ford’s finance 
committee said in an interview. “At 
least, we all speak the same 
language.” 
The finance division, which has 
already raised $267,000 in the less than 
two weeks since Ford declared his 1976 
candidacy, is headed by David Pack- 
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Chief federal mediator W. J. Usery 
Jr. called the labor settlement “a 
victory for collective bargaining, a 
victory for the postal unions and a 
victory for the Postal Service.”

Riffe is not sure of the single 
Republican vote needed for the three- 
fifths majority required to bypass the 
governor.

representatives would vote to sustain 
Rhodes’ vetoes on most of the issues, 
but conceded some areas were still 
open to review. 
Meanwhile, Democrats in the 
Senate,

Statehouse today, are faced with 
Rhodes’ veto of a major energy bill, 
authored in the upper chamber. Senate 
Democrats hold a 21-12 majority, one 
over the required three-fifths.

P atty Hearst Book 
M ay Be Blocked 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)-Patricia 
Hearst’s mother says she will protect 
her 
kidnaped 
daughter 
from 
defamatory publicity, even if it means 
legal action against Miss Hearst’s for­ 
mer fiance, Steven Weed. 
The 27-year-old Weed says he has 
completed two-thirds of a book about 
Miss Hearst, her kidnaping and the 
effort to get her back. He said he 
doesn’t now have a publisher for the 
book, but hopes to finish it in time to 
resume his graduate studies in 
philosophy at the University of 
California in Berkeley. 
“I hope there is nothing negative in 
the book,” Catherine Hearst said in a 
weekend telephone interview. “ I 
wouldn’t imagine that there would 
be.” 
Asked if she would take action 
against Weed if she felt material in the 
book would be defamatory, Mrs. 
Hearst replied, “I’m considering 
defending Patty and if that involves 
legal action, we’ll certainly do that.” 
But she said that she currently was 
not considering any action to block 
Weed’s book. 
“How could I? I don’t even know 
what is in the book,” she said. 
The Chicago Tribune reported 
Sunday that Weed said he was on 
“good terms” with the Hearsts until a 
magazine article appeared written by 
a former collaborator of his on the 
book. 
The article detailed the couple’s 
three-year-old love affair before Miss 
Hearst was kidnaped and told of the 
couple’s use of drugs and other in­ 
timate details of their life together. 
The newspaper said after a lengthy 
court battle, Weed has severed all 
connections with his collaborator. 
Mrs. Hearst said she feared that any 
detrimental publicity about her 21- 
year-old fugitive daughter might hurt 
her defense in a future trial. After her 
kidnaping Feb. 4, 1974, Miss Hearst 
renounced her parents and reported 


that she had joined her captors, the 
Symbionese liberation Army. 


She later was accused of par­ 
ticipating in a bank robbery and the 
FBI has been seeking her and two SLA 
companions, Emily and William 
Harris, since they eluded police after a 
shootout in Los Angeles in which six 
SLA members were slain. 
“I know the Hearsts are not happy 
with me for writing a book but I find it 
hard to believe they would take any 
sort of legal action to stop publication 
of it,” Weed said. 


Mrs. Hearst said there was tension 
between the family and Weed over his 
planned book. “Naturally, there would 
be,” she said. “Idon’t think he should 
make a financial advantage of Patty.” 


Klan Director 
Talks O n Racism 
PADUCAH, Ky. (AP) — The 
national director of the Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan held a news conference 
in this Western Kentucky city Sunday 
and told a small audience that most 
politicians use racial issues as step­ 
ping stones to further their careers. 


David E. Duke, who also is Grand 
Dragon of the Klan in Louisiana, made 
his third appearance in Kentucky in as 
many days. He spoke in Verda 
Saturday night at a rally which ended 
when a cross was burned. 
On Friday night, he addressed an 
audience of some 300 persons at­ 
tending an antibusing rally at a sur- 
burban Louisville motel. 
Duke said the Klan is growing in 
Western Kentucky and that “the 
people are responding well” to his 
visits around the state. He criticized 
the federal government and said most 
legislation dealing with racial in­ 
tegration is submitted by “ rev­ 
olutionaries.”

The army general pointedly ignored 
demands by the nation’s biggest party, 
the Socialists, that he quit the 
militarydominated government he has 
led for the past year. 
And if he was informed of Socialist 
party leader Mario Soares’ an­ 
nouncement that the Socialists would 
return to the government only if 
Goncalves resigned, the premier gave 
no indication of it. 
Soares announced his terms for 
ending Portugal’s governmental crisis 
at a rally in Lisbon on Sunday attended 
by more than 50,000 Socialists. They 
cheered and chanted “ Out With 
Vasco! ” when Soares declared that the 
country was being turned into a con­ 
centration camp. 
The rally climaxed a weekend of 
clashes between Socialists 
and 
Communists in which two persons died 
and about 40 were injured. 
Today the armed forces’ chief 
political and propaganda section, the 
5th Division, called for fresh pledges of 
support for the Communist-oriented 
premier.

Inflation Tax 


Inflation might be better 
understood if it were referred 
to as a tax — a tax which is 
hidden many ways, but a tax 
nonetheless. If the inflation 
rate for 1975 should turn out to 
be 8 per cent, and it could be 
higher, the person with an 
income of $10,000 will have his 
income taxed by inflation to 
the extent of $800. 


By any standards that ranks 
as a heavy tax. It means 
workers have to run 8 per cent 
faster, in terms of income, just 
to stand still. Many millions of 
workers and retirees are not 
able to run that fast. 


In their cases inflation 
means a lower standard of 


living. That is another way of 
measuring the inflation tax.

That interest has to be paid 
year after year and on an 
ascending scale, until the 
nation decides to tighten its 
belt sufficiently not only to 
eliminate further deficits but 
begin paying 
back monies 
borrowed earlier. 
Sen. Brock summed up this 
year’s tax rebates — popular 
though they were — this way: 
“I think the Congress decided 
they had them selves one 
honey of a political device — 
cut taxes and raise spending 
and everybody would love 
them.” 
Until next year’s inflation 
tax is presented for payment.

FOX, Ohio (AP) — Dr. Milton B. 
Trautman is fighting to save the 
madtom, if he isn’t too late. It may 
already have gone the way of the 
dinosaur and dodo. 
He also is fighting to save its home, 
Big Darby Creek. 
“Some of us believe that we have no 
right to eliminate an animal,” the 76- 
year-old fish expert says. “ The 
madtom is a symbol.” 
The madtom is—or was—a tiny type 
of catfish he discovered Nov. 4, 1943, in 
a mitesized section of the Big Darby 
near this community 25 miles south of 
Columbus. 
Scientifically a Noturus Trautmani, 
the fish takes its colloquial name from 
a sac of poison that lies under a spine 
on its back. It can deliver the effect of 
a bee’s sting. 
Only 17 have been found, Trautman 
having caught all but two of them. The 
largest was 2.2 inches long. 
Trautman, professor emeritus of 
zoology at Ohio State University and a 
curator of its museum as well as 
author of a definitive book on the 166 
species of fish in Ohio waters, says he 
isn’t sure the madtom is extinct even 
though the last seen was in 1957. 
“There may be a goodly population 
doing fine somewhere else,” he said as 
he shifted his feet in the center of a 15- 
footsquare area of the Big Darby, the 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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entire known range of the madtom. 
“I think there’s a greater chance of 
an automobile coming down stream 
and hitting us from behind than there 
is of catching a madtom,” he said, 
hauling on a four-four seine. “That’s 
why, when I’m working the stream, I 
always look behind me.” 
In April the U.S. Department of the 
Interior proposed the fish be added to 
the list of endangered and threatened 
wildlife, setting today as the deadline 
for receiving suggestions, objections 
and facts pertinent to the proposal. 
And because of the madtom as well 
as both other wildlife and people 
themselves, Trautman opposes plans 
for two dams on the stream. 
“This is a moral obligation which 
has been clouded by economics,” he 
says. “The loss of another species is 
not going to affect the people of the 
U.S. But we have to stop somewhere. 
So why not stop with this fish? 
He is a Republican fighting a 
Republican state administration, 
saying he is “thoroughly against” Gov. 
James A. Rhodes. “There is no 
necessity to dam that creek,” he says. 
“I like to think that 10,000 years from 
now, somebody would stand in this 
stream and enjoy it as I do,” he says, 
adding that it, “besides being mar­ 
velously scenic, has the largest variety 
of habitats of any stream in Ohio.” 
He has identified 91 species of fish in 
one mile-long section, and he says that 
although some species have invaded 
state waters in recent years, there are 
fewer species in the state now overall 
than there were 50 years ago. 
“It all reverts to too many people 
doing too many things,” he says.

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I am 56 and have been a heavy 
smoker since 15. My doctor insists that 
I give it up and I’m trying to. Is it 
possible for my body to get rid of the 
effects of tobacco after so many years 
of smoking? 
Mr. B. U.,Ohio 
Dear Mr. U.: 
This is a question that must be on the 
minds of many other people. 
In fact, many people do not give up 
smoking readily because they feel that 
after so many years it is hopeless to 
expect a reversal of the effects of 
tobacco. 
Many studies have indicated that 
circulatory diseases and threat of 
cancer of the larynx and the lungs may 
be sharply diminished after tobacco 
has been given up for three or four 
years. 
Smokers have always noticed how 
coughs and attacks of bronchitis 
diminish when tobacco is given up for 
even one year. 
The body has remarkable defenses 
and recuperative powers. There is no 
doubt that giving up tobacco will, after 
a reasonable time, usually allow the 


body organs to revert to near their 
normal state. 


My wife has endometriosis. She 
accepts her condition, but lives in 
terror that this may develop into a 
cancer. Will you help reassure her? 
Mr. J. N., N.C. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
Endometrial cells line the inner wall 
of the womb. Sometimes these cells 
are transplanted into areas where they 
don’t belong. They may find them­ 
selves in the ovaries, in the Fallopian 
tubes, in the wall of the uterus and in 
the vaginal canal. 
Small nests of cells accumulate and 
are responsible for menstrual disor­ 
ders and a wide variety of symptoms 
whose cause is not suspected until the 
diagnosis of endometriosis is made. 
Cancer is not considered, even as a 
vague possibility, in these cases. Your 
wife must not live in fear that this will 
occur. 
Modem treatment, with specially 
selected hormones and with many 
other medical and surgical ap­ 
proaches, should remove the concern. 
Airship For Food 
Being Constructed 


CAB ASSE, France (AP) — Working 
at an abandoned bauxite mine, 22 
Europeans are building a modem 
version of the airship, and one of their 
hopes is that some day soon it will be 
flying tons of food to the hungry in 
Africa. 
According 
to 
the 
Lightspeed 
Collective, a commune made up of 
members from various European 
countries, the airship will be bigger 
than any other in flight today. At 290 
feet long it will be about IOO feet longer 
than the Goodyear blimps that fly 
around the United States. 
But it won’t match the size of the 
German-built 
804-foot-long 
Hin- 
denburg that went up in flames while 
landing at Lakehurst, N.J., on May 6, 
1937, killing 36 persons. 
Applying advanced technology to an 
old concept, the Lightspeed Collective 
believes it is reviving the airship as a 
practical, economical, ecologically 
sound — and commercial — form of 
transport. 
The project seems symbolic of a 
widespread revival of interest in the 
airship, which first came into being 
around turn of the century. Production 
of airships slackened after World War 
II. 
At the bauxite mine in the rugged 
hills behind the French Riviera, the 
collective early this month finished the 
first test section of the framework on 
the proposed airship. 
The framework, made of fiberglass 


tubes spun by the group themselves on 
improvised machinery, was as high as 
a five-story building, but weighed only 
220 pounds. All the “amigos” — the 
easiest word they have found when ad­ 
dressing all 22 young men and women 
— pitched in to carry it down a rough 
grass slope to the foot of an old mine 
loading tower, where it was to be 
hoisted for loading tests. 
The sheer size and the rough ground 
caused problems which called for 
delicate handling. 
“The frame is undergoing strains 
now it will never have to face as part of 
the airship,” said Adam Lisowski, 25, 
the mathematician and fund raiser for 
the collective. “And we will be con­ 
tracting out the tube making for the 
actual vessel.” 
He said they believe the airship can 
be built in four to five months. 
Dr. Gunther Swaton of Vienne, 
Austria, conceived the airship idea and 
has spent three years in its design. He 
has degrees in astronomy, m e­ 
teorology 
and 
engineering 
and 
worked in the United States for five 
years, including a spell at Temple 
University in Philadelphia. 
The group already is cooperating 
with official French research bodies, 
which have government backing to 
develop a medium size airship for such 
purposes as traffic control, me­ 
teorological and ecological research, 
and transport of bulky objects such as 
nuclear reactor cores.

of a 
return fo r ex aminatio n do es no t imply disho nesty 
or 
suspicio n o f criminal liability . The audit letter fu rth er 
ex plains that in many cases, tax pay ers’ returns are 
accep ted 
as filed, o r ex aminatio ns result in 
a refund. 
The IRS is required to co llect o nly the co rrect tax — no 
mo re and no less. But if y o u do no t substantiate items when 
requested, the IRS has to act o n av ailable info rmatio n, which 
may be inco mplete. That is why y o ur co o peratio n is so 
impo rtant. 
Last y ear, the IRS rev ised its audit letters to reliev e 
tax pay er apprehensio n abo ut audits and y et mo st tax pay ers 
find it v ery hard no t to be nerv o us at the pro spect o f facing an 
IRS audito r, in spite o f the fact that these perso nnel make 
ev ery effo rt to be co urteo us, efficient and fair to tax pay ers. 
So me tax pay ers do indeed receiv e refunds, no t bills, after an 
audit. One family fo r ex ample, receiv ed inco me fro m a 
garage business, a ho me supply co ncern, and antique sales. 
The husband filed a return sho wing $2,7 95 due in tax es. The 
IRS co nducted an audit, fo und an erro r in the tax pay ers’ 
inv ento ry figures, and autho rized a $1,68 3 refund.

The amo unts are co nstructiv ely 
receiv ed by y o u, that is, they are 
credited to y o ur acco unt ev en tho ugh 
y o u do no t hav e phy sical po ssessio n o f 
them. 
(Q.) Ho w lo ng do I hav e to keep 
reco rds I used to prepare tax returns 
fo r prev io us y ears? 
(A.) Yo u are required by law to keep 
reco rds that will enable y o u to co m­ 
plete an accurate tax return. Reco rds 
that suppo rt an item o f inco me o r a 
deductio n must be retained until the 
statute o f limitatio ns o n the tax return 
ex pires.

You can deduct up to $2500 for the 
cost of house hunting, temporary 
quarters and selling your old house, 
with a $1000 limit on house hunting and 
temporary quarters deductions.

Information on Moving Expenses,” 
available free from your Internal 
Revenue office, for more details on the 
subject. 
(Q.) My employer has attached my 
salary to pay for some of my out­ 
standing debts. Is the attached amount 
considered income? 
(A.) Yes. Amounts of attached or 
garnisheed salary are income and 
must be reported On your ta^Treturn. 


The amounts are constructively 
received by you, that is, they are 
credited to your account even though 
you do not have physical possession of 
them. 
(Q.) How long do I have to keep 
records I used to prepare tax returns 
for previous years? 
(A.) You are required by law to keep 
records that will enable you to com­ 
plete an accurate tax return. Records 
that support an item of income or a 
deduction must be retained until the 
statute of limitations on the tax return 
expires. Usually these records may be 
discarded three years from the date 
the return was due or filed or two years 
from the day the tax was paid, 
whichever comes later. 
Records of transactions relating to 
the basis of property should be kept as 
long as they are material in deter­ 
mining the basis of the original or 
replacement property.

Programs to be assisted through the 
grant include freshmen studies 
program, special education, com­ 
munications, pre-medicine and allied 
health, continuing education and engi­ 
neering.

National economic observers predict 
a bottoming out of the recession, but 
those who deal with work forces on the 
management and labor sides generally 
agree the job forecast in Ohio won’t be 
better soon. 
“We don’t see any great recovery 
trend,” said Warren Smith, secretary- 
treasurer of the Ohio AFIXHO. “I see 
a long bottom if this is the bottom.” 
William J. Costello of the normally 
optimistic 
Ohio 
Manufacturers 
Association said more people are 
employed in manufacturing now than 
two months ago, “but when we hit 
November 1st, we’re going to get the 
hell kicked out of us.” 
On that date, the state’s major retail 
supplier of natural gas will curtail 
most allocations by 60 per cent to in­ 
dustrial customers and 40 per cent to 
commercial customers. 
Unemployment in Ohio reached a 
peak of 9.4 per cent in March to 8.3 per 
cent in May. 
Norman H. Baker, executive vice 
president of the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce, interprets the fact that 
inventories are up as an indication of 
better times. 
“In a state like Ohio, that is a good 
sign,” Baker said. “A lot will depend 
on the extent the automotive industry 
rebounds. In an automotive-related 
state like Ohio that can be a help on 
down the line, particularly in the steel 
and glass industry.” 
The automotive industry is inching 
ahead, Ohio Bureau of Employment 
Services statistics show. In the Lord­ 
stown area where General Motors has 
a giant factory complex, May sta­ 
tistics show that recalls of workers in 
the transportation equipment and 
prim ary 
metals 
areas 
raised 
manufacturing employment by 3.1 per 
cent. 
Other advances in May employment 
were largely seasonal, the bureau 
concludes. 
“I’m like everybody else,” said 
James B. Ogden, assistant director of 
the United Auto Workers district 
covering parts of Ohio and Penn­ 
sylvania and all of West Virginia. “I’ve 
got my fingers and legs crossed.” 
But he said the months ahead 
“generally look like trouble” for the 
industry. Some 30,000 UAW members 
in his area are laid off, with an­ 
ticipation of more furloughs as routine 
2 to 4 week layoffs for model change­ 
overs stretch to allow inventories to be 
depleted. 
Construction, which accounts for 5 
per cent of the labor sector in Ohio and 
has a ripple effect, is awaiting the 
recovery.

Washington get their facts?” asked 
Karl L. Rothermund, executive vice 
president of the Ohio Contractors 
Association. 
“They aren’t out where the action 
is,” said Rothermund, who has been in 
the construction business since the 
1920s.

“As far as bottoming out, we’re 
going downhill,” he said. Rothermund 
predicted jobs in the industry will drop 
from a one-third reduction to half the 
workers before the economic situation 
improves.

RCA earnings declined 24 per cent in 
the second quarter of 1975 from the 
comparable period a y ear ago, RCA 
Chairman Robert W. Samoff reported 
today . 


Net profit was $26 .8 million, or 34 
cents a common share, compared with 
$35.2 million or 45 cents a share in the 
second quarter of 1974. 


Samoff observ ed that RCA’s earn­ 
ings declined in the current recession 
had lessened in the second quarter 
compared to the 46 per cent decline in 
the first quarter of 19 75. He ex pressed 
the v iew that RCA’s performance 
would continue improv ing 
in the 
second half, based on an anticipated 
moderate improv ement in the national 
economy . 
Figures for both the 1975 and 1974 
quarters reflect the last-in, first-out 
(LIFO) accounting method adopted by 
RCA in 1974 for most of its domestic 
inv entories. Second quarter sales were 
$1.16 billion compared with $1.15 
billion a y ear ago. 


Earnings for the six months ended 
J une 30, 19 75, amounted to $43.8 
million, a decline of 34 per cent from 
the $6 6 .5 million reported in the first 
half of 19 74. Earnings per share for the 
first half were 55 cents against 8 5 cents 
a y ear earlier. Sales for the six months 
totaled $2.25 billion against $2.23 billion 
last y ear,

Lake Area Favorite Retreat

With 
America’s Bicentennial approaching, 
now is the perfect time to take your 
family back into Ohio’s history and 
explore her proud heritage. 


Lake towns and island resorts have 
long been a favorite retreat for 
vacationers who are eager to exchange 
the concrete and asphalt of city life for 
the lure of sandy beaches, picturesque 
waterfronts and wide, open spaces. 
This scenic living that millions of 
tourists spend dollars and travel time 
looking for each year, is available to 
this summer’s wise traveler for the 
mere cost of a tank of gas and a map of 
northwestern Ohio. 
When heading for the cool air and 
lake breezes of this section of the state, 
be sure to take an hour or two out of 
your driving time for a worthwhile 
stop at the charming little town of 
Fremont. Founded on the site of old 
Fort Stephenson, Fremont is a picture 
of historic elegance. Adorned with 
sprawling green parks and large, 
shady elms, the town has a historic 
elegance. Adorned with sprawling 
green parks and large, shady elms, the 
town has a history dating back to the 
early 1800’s, when Major George 
Croghan, with 150 American soldiers 
and one cannon, successfully defeated 
a British troop of over 700. This 
fascinating story is retold via displays 
of Indian and pioneer relics and old 
weapons that were actually used 
during 
the 
battle, 
at 
the 
Fort 
Stephenson Museum, located in the 
public library at the beautiful Fort 
Stephenson Park. Open Monday 
through Friday, 9:30 a.m. to 8:30 p.m., 
Saturday to 6, and closed on Wed­ 
nesday afternoons, it’s an excellent 
stopping place to enjoy a picnic lunch 
and become oriented to the town and 
its past. 
After lunch, pick up City Route 6, to 
the comer of Buckland and Hayes 
Avenue. Here, standing in the midst of 
a beautiful, wooded 25-acre estate, is 
the elegant home of Fremont’s most 
famous resident, Rutherford B. Hayes, 
the 19th President of the United States. 
Entering Spiegel Grove, you pass 
through one of the six ornate iron 
gates, that guarded the White House 
grounds in Washington D.C. during the 
Hayes administration. The Winding 
drive threads past the spacious home, 
a library and museum and the granite 
m onum ent, all located within a 
pleasant walk of each other. The huge, 
gray 
sandstone 
library-m useum 
houses an interesting collection of 
momentos of President and Mrs. 
Hayes from both their personal and 
public life. Children will be par­ 
ticularly interested in the display of 
toys belonging to the Hayes’ children, 
handmade by White House carpenters. 
The Fanny H ayes’ Doll House, 
featured in the center of the exhibit, 
will be the delight of every little girl. 
Furnished in the style of the period, 
complete with miniature maids and 
bustling cooks, the dool house was a 
favorite of Fanny Hayes while she was 
living in the White House. Upstairs is 


the Rutherford B. Hayes library, an 
excellent resource center for the study 
of American history from the Civil 
War to the present day, with an ex­ 
cellent collection of Hayes’ letters and 
manuscripts. 
Next door, is the Hayes homestead, 
an Ohio version of a stately European 
home, still the private residence of the 
Hayes’ descendents. Personable in­ 
terpreters welcome you at the door 
like an invited guest, ready to take you 
through the elegant surroundings. The 
regality of the furnishings is tasteful, 
not opulent. The huge fireplaces in 
every room, the oriental accessories, 
so fashionable at that time, and the 
beautiful furniture contribute to the 
richness of the decor. As you wander 
through the library, parlor, dining 
room and bedrooms, you get an ex­ 
cellent idea of the stately family living 
of this important Ohio clan. 
Outside, walk the section of the 
Sandusky-Scioto Trail, once a famous 
Indian path which extended from the 
Ohio River to Lake Erie. Follow it as it 
winds through a grove of majestic 
hardwood, 
named 
for 
famous 
Americans who have visited this 
Grove. Passing a secluded, wooded 
knoll on the southwestern section of the 
estate, stands the granite memorial 
where the remains of Hayes and his 
wife, Lucy, are buried. Students of all 
ages are invited to visit and enjoy the 
Memorial and grounds. It’s open 
Wednesday through Saturday, 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. and 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. Sunday 
through Tuesday. The museum is open 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Wednesday through 
Saturday and 1:30 to 5 p.m. Sunday. 
After absorbing the ambience of the 
Hayes’ intimate home and surroun­ 
dings, continue your trip by heading 
north on Route 53 to Marblehead, a 
twentieth century village drenched in 
nineteenth century charm. With a 
maritime history dating back to the 
early 1800’s (as evidenced by the huge 
loading dock of the stone company and 
the oldest working lighthouse on the 
Great Lakes), Marblehead will serve 
as an excellent starting point on your 
journey to the Lake Erie Islands. 
Begin at Kelleys Island, the largest 
U.S. island in Lake Erie. Situated an 
enjoyable 20-minute, or 30-minute 
from Sandusky, ferry trip away, this 
isle is a beachcomber’s dream that 
could easily last an entire weekend. 
Spend one lazy day exploring 
Kelleys Island State Park. Here, on 590 
acres of beautiful beaches and open 
fields, once, only a series of limestone 
quarries, you can sample the island’s 
major attractions. Glacial Grooves, 
adjacent to the park, boasts the finest 
glacial carvings in America. Walking 
around the awesome 396 feet of ex­ 
posed limestone bedrock, containing 
interesting sam ples of fossilized 
m arine life, you’re taken back 
thousands of years to the time of the 
glaciers, when the area was nothing 
but a sheet of ice, up to a mile high. 
Open daylight hours, a well-informed 
naturalist is on duty to answer your 
questions and help explain the 
mysteries of that early age. Only a few 
miles down the road, on the south 
shore of the island, is Inscription Rock, 
a stone that has been carved with 
unusual pictographs by the prehistoric 


people of that era. The State park, 
itself, offers plenty of hiking trails, 
beachcombing (for fossils and drift­ 
wood), 
and 
excellent 
camping 
facilities to make your stay not only 
enjoyable but inexpensive as well. 


Kelleys Island can also serve as 
“ home 
base” to other equally 
engaging sights on I^ake Erie’s other 
islands. On South Bass Island stands 
the impressive monument to Perry’s 
Victory and the International Peace 
Monument in its lovely Put-In-Bay. 
For the gourmet lovers, there’s a 
fascinating trip through Lonz Winery 
on Middle Bass, and for history buffs, 
there’s the Confederate cemetery on 
Johnsons’ Island, all within easy reach 
of Kelleys. It’s a taste of Europe’s 
“Channel Isles” in the heart of Ohio’s 
I^ke Erie.

Urban Trolley System Tried O ut 


DETROIT (AP) - The Motor City is 
rolling out a new urban trolley system 
in hopes that tum-of-the-century mass 
transit will revitalize a sagging down­ 
town economy. 


Three 
75-year-old 
cars 
were 
delivered recently in preparation for 
the start-up of a downtown trolley run 
along 
once-stylish 
Washington 
Boulevard. 


City planner Alex Pollack says the 
last new urban trolley system in the 
U.S. was built at least 40 or 50 years 
ago. None have been constructed since 
then because of the cost. 


But, Pollack says times have 
changed. 
“ The trolley system is cheap 
compared to highways or other 
transportation systems,” he said. 
“ The whole system would cost less 
than six General Motors buses.” 


There hasn’t been a trolley car in 
Detroit since 1960 and Pollack hopes to 


have the trolley system running next 
spring. 
The cost, including cars, a car bam 
and installation of rails and overhead 
powerlines, will be $600,000, he said. 
The cars have a 40-passenger capacity 
and the fare for each will be either 25 
cents or 
10 cents depending 
on 
response. Pollack says if response is 
tremendous, there will be no fare at 
all. 
The system is financed by the state

highway department, the city and 
some local merchants. 
The city went to trolleys in an effort 
to attract people downtown. “ It’s the 
first step in revitalizing the area,” 
Pollack said. 
The trolley will ferry convention 
delegates from their hotels along 
Washington Boulevard to Cobo Hall, a 
popular meeting site. 
But Pollack says the trolleys also 
will attract children and visitors to the 
area. “ They are historical and 
educational as well as functional,” he 
said. 
The cars were built in the late 1800s 
in St. lx)uis and have been fully 
restored. They are painted red and 
white and have oak and mahogany 
interiors. 
Although the cars were built in the 
United States, they were purchased in 
Lisbon. 
When Detroit began looking for 
trolleys three years ago there were no 
cars available anywhere in the nation, 
Pollack said. But Lisbon was modern­ 
izing its transit system, “ and they 
didn’t mind selling the trolleys,” 
Pollack said. 
“ They might mind now that they 
know how valuable they are,” he 
added. “ The value of the trolley is 
enormous.

Urban Trolley System Tried Out 


DETROIT (AP) - The Motor City is 
rolling out a new urban trolley system 
in hopes that tum-of-the-century mass 
transit will revitalize a sagging down­ 
town economy. 


Three 
75-year-old 
cars 
were 
delivered recently in preparation for 
the start-up of a downtown trolley run 
along 
once-stylish 
Washington 
Boulevard. 
City planner Alex Pollack says the 
last new urban trolley system in the 
U.S. was built at least 40 or 50 years 
ago. None have been constructed since 
then because of the cost. 


But, Pollack says times have 
changed. 
“ The trolley system is cheap 
compared to highways or other 
transportation system s,” he said. 
“The whole system would cost less 
than six General Motors buses.” 


There hasn’t been a trolley car in 
Detroit since 1960 and Pollack hopes to 


have the trolley system running next 
spring. 
The cost, including cars, a car barn 
and installation of rails and overhead 
powerlines, will be $600,000, he said. 
The cars have a 40-passenger capacity 
and the fare for each will be either 25 
cents or IO cents depending on 
response. Pollack says if response is 
tremendous, there will be no fare at 
all. 
The system is financed by the state

In the back yard of a suburban 
apartment, the landlord installed a 
billy goat as a mascot for the building. 
For months the goat reigned as 
favorite pet of the neighborhood 
children. 


But one day, without warning, he 
severely butted a young woman 
tenant. Cut and bruised, the victim 
demanded damages from the landlord 
for 
bringing 
“ this 
dangerous 
creature” onto the premises. 
However, the court dismissed her 
claim on the ground that the landlord 
“did not know and had no reason to 
believe that the animal was of a bad 
disposition.” 
Generally speaking, the law gives 
domestic anim als—horses, cows, 
goats, sheep—the benefit of the doubt. 
That is, they may be considered 
harmless until proven otherwise. 


Actual misconduct, however, puts 
the owner 
“on notice” 
to 
take 
precautions in the future. Thus: 


A man owned a pony which he 
allowed visiting youngsters to ride. 
But again and again, the pony showed 
a tendency to nip and buck. 


When he finally kicked a boy in the 
head, a court ruled that the owner 
could indeed be held liable. The court 
said that even though ponies are 
usually harmless, bad behavior will 
put 
a 
specific 
pony 
into 
the 
“dangerous” category. 
In one unusual case a farmer kept a 
beehive near his back fence, only a few 
feet away from a neighbor’s doghouse. 
One day the bees swarmed over the 
fence and attacked first the dog, then 
the neighbor himself when he rushed to 
the rescue. 
True, these bees had never injured 
anyone before. Nevertheless, a court 
pointed out that bees are prone to 
attack if kept too close to another 
creature. Holding the farmer liable on 
grounds of simple negligence, the 
court said : 
“The owner of a domestic animal is 
bound to take notice of the general 
propensities of the class to which it 
belongs.”

highway department, the city and 
some local merchants. 
The city went to trolleys in an effort 
to attract people downtown. “It’s the 
first step in revitalizing the area,” 
Pollack said. 
The trolley will ferry convention 
delegates from their hotels along 
Washington Boulevard to Coho Hall, a 
popular meeting site. 
But Pollack says the trolleys also 
will attract children and visitors to the 
area. “ They are historical and 
educational as well as functional,” he 
said. 
The cars were built in the late 1800s 
in St. Ixmis and have been fully 
restored. They are painted red and 
white and have oak and mahogany 
interiors. 
Although the cars were built in the 
United States, they were purchased in 
Lisbon. 
When Detroit began looking for 
trolleys three years ago there were no 
cars available anywhere in the nation, 
Pollack said. But Lisbon was modern­ 
izing its transit system, “and they 
didn’t mind selling the trolleys,” 
Pollack said. 
“They might mind now that they 
know how valuable they are,” he 
added. “The value of the trolley is 
enormous. It’s worth more than we 
paid for it. It’s an antique as well as a 
functional item.”

AKRON — What do you do with an 
expected avalanche of 8,000 vehicles, 
including buses, campers, and vans as 
well as automobiles? 
If you are Jack Border, parking 
chairman for the 57th PGA National 
Championship, you begin early with 
detailed planning, and then expect to 
spend 12 to 14 hours per day seeing that 
the plans are carried out to the letter. 
The week of the PGA, August 4-10 
at the Firestone Country Club, will be a 
challenge even for Border, one of the 
few men in the country with a wealth of 
experience in handling parking for 
major golf events. 
“ The 
prospects for a 
record- 
breaking crowd this year are pretty 
good. In fact, I’d say there’s a very 
good chance we will break the previous 
Akron attendance record of 77,646, set 
during the 
1973 
American 
Golf 
Classic,” Border said. 
That means more work for Border 
and his crew of 35 which will be 
laboring behind the scenes as defend­ 
ing champion Lee Trevino and an 
elite field of 150 take aim at one of 
golf’s most coveted titles. 
“We’re fortunate in having a great 
deal of public parking within a half- 
mile of the course here,” said Border, 
who was parking chairman for the 
American Golf Classic the last four 
years.

NEW YORK (AP) - Two 
weeks from today, a new 
show 
called 
“ Radio 
Playhouse” will make its 
national debut, offering two 
soap operas, a light comedy 
and adaptations of novels and 
plays in serial form. 
All this will happen in an 
hour, five days a week, for at 
least 26 weeks on radio 
stations in an anticipated 60 
markets from New York to 
San Jose, Calif., according to 
the makers of the program. 
“ Radio 
P layhouse,’’ 
produced here by a division of 
Young and Rubicam, a major 
advertising agency, is the 
latest of recent attempts to 
make a limited revival of the 
golden age of radio drama 
and comedy. 
It’ll have an uphill fight. 
The revival track record isn’t 
good.

show has a good chance. 
Oddly enough, it came to be 
because of a sponsor’s gripe. 
Cox, a self-described radio

project took form two years 
ago during a lunch he was 
having with officials of 
Bristol-Myers Products, a 
client of his advertising agen­ 
cy. 
“They’d been complaining 
about the costs of TV, so I 
said, ‘Hey, why not radio?’ ” 
the 46-year-old executive 
said. “I didn’t have anything 
in mind, but by the end of the 
lunch I’d made up the whole 
thing — two soaps, the 
adaptation of a famous novel 
or play and the comedy. 
“ And they said, ‘That 
sounds great.’ And that’s how 
it started.” 
He said the show is being 
offered free to stations on a 
“ barter’’ basis in which 
BristolMyers will get six 
minutes of commercial time 
during the show and local 
stations 12 minutes.

Testimony of a photographer who 
pulled a gun on the Kent State 
Univ ersity slope where 13 students 
were shot fiv e y ears ago was to be read 
today to a federal jury . 
Subpoenas from federal court in the 
northern district of Ohio are good for 
only 100 miles. The photographer, 
Terry Norman, is a policeman in 
Washington D.C. and declined to ap­ 
pear. 
Attorney s for the v ictims of the 1970 
Kent State shootings were ex pected to 
read from Norman’s answers to their 
questions. 
Then lawy ers defending present or 
former state officials and Ohio 
National Guardsmen from $4 6 million 
in damage claims were to follow with 
their questions and Norman’s an­ 
swers. 
A former student who witnessed the 
shooting, Charles Deegan, told the jury 
last month he saw Norman pull the gun 
out from under his sport coat after 
another student objected strongly to 
hav ing his picture taken. 
The jury then watched an NBC 
telev ision film of Norman being 
chased down the hills to the guard­ 
sm en’s lines.

policeman checked the weapon. 
The policeman, Harold Rice, told the 
panel of sev en men and fiv e women 
deciding the damages suit that Nor­ 
man’s weapon had not been fired 
recently .

well as their prev ious ex perience in 
civ il disorders. 
The plaintiffs seek to hold Can­ 
terbury financially liable for 
the 
decision to break up what they call a 
peaceful student demonstration on the 
campus commons that May 4 . The 
guard’s dispersal maneuv er ended 
some 20 minutes later in the shootings 
that killed four students and wounded 
nine.

Fassinger told the jurors the 
students were pressing the guardsmen 
with a barrage of rocks and a torrent of 
v erbal abuse moments before the 
shooting started.
